S THE NEW BANK. : 



Friday was the last day fur liiing 
suits and several of more or less im- 
portance were filed at the last mo- 
ment. 

Tht city of Hopkinsville brought 
a suit against Winfree & Knight to 
etcover from thtm a public roadway 
on West Seventh Street leading 
down to the ford south of the 
bridge. In 1893 the Tabernacle asso- 
ciation bought a tract of land ex- 
tending to "the west bank of Little 
River," at that time about 100 feet 
from the water, the valley of the 
river being occupied by the city, as 
a driveway leading to the water. In 
1900 the tabernacle association sold 
a narrow slip of land on the eastern 
bide of its lot to Winfree & Knight 
for $400 and deeded to them the 
roadway and public ford, - 

water line of the river." The 
purchasers thereupon closed up the 
roadway and erected unsightly frame 
buildings, perched on high trestles 
along the front of the lot on Seventh 
street, It is to recover the public 
land9 thus occupied that the city 
sues. 

Miss Dorothy Adams and John 
Ducker sues the city of Hopkinsville 
and the Meacham Construction Co. 
for $7,500 and $5,000 respectively 
for injuries sustained on the night 
of Aug. 16. They were returning 
from Pembroke in a buggy and at 
the corner of Ninth and Campbell 
s.reets drove over a pile of cinders to 
be used in pavement building. Mr, 
Ducker was thrown out and Miss Ad- ] 
ams remained in the buggy until the 
horse reached thepostoffice when she 
jumped out. They botn sustained j 
injuries that laid them up for several j 
days. The pile of cinders occupied j 
only a small portion of the street, 
leaving a clear space 25 feet wide, 
being located between two electric 
,-treet lights. Tne statement given 
out at the time was that Mr. Ducker 
was attempting to pass another bug 
gy when the accident occurred. 

Ophelia Johnson sues the I. C. 
Railroad Co. lor $1,000 damages, al- 
leging that she and her two children 
contracted pneumonia from riding 
in a car not supplied with heat, Dec. 
25, 1906, white going from Hopkins- 
ville to Paducah. 

J. P. Meacham, of Gracey, 
brought suit against against the 
Cumberland Telephone Company for 
$500 damages, for the removal of a 
'phone without orders from the 
residence of his father- in-law, B. B. 
Nance, at Pee Dee. The 'phone was 
put in and paid for by the plaintiff 
and he alleges that defendant has 
refused to put the instrument back, 
leaving Mr. Nance without a tele- 
phone since last May. Plaintiff 
asks damages and an injunction 
compelling the company to replace 



the phone under the former con- 
tract. 

S. C. Mercer sues Dr. F. P. Them- 
is and Prentice Mercer for 
000 damages for their refusal to let 
him occupy the Mercer homestead, 

and he also brings suit against 
the latter to set aside a deed which 
surrendered the plaintiff's life in- 
terest in the homestead. The litiga- 
tion grows out of the unpleasantness 
that followed Mr. Mercer's recent 
marriage, to which his children 
were much opposed. 

Walter M. Massie sues the L. & N. 
Railroad for $500 damages, alleging 
that the conductor of passenger 
train No 52 on Sept. 7, ejected him 
from the train which he had board- 
ed at Pembroke, although he ten- 
dered the fare in money. 
John Young sues the I. C. Rail- 
ed Co. for |100 damages caused 
by a fire resulting from a locomo- 
tive, which set fire to a field of 
clover; and also $200 damages from 
a fill in the same field, which he al- 
leges causes some of his land to be 
inundated.

The laws now upon our statute 
books relating to -his subject should 
be strengthened to such extent as 
may render th' m more useful, and 
such additional laws touching this 
ma'trr as m.v-. in the light of ex- 
perience, become needful, should 
speedily be enacted. 
No Laws Unjust to Capital and Labor. 

The question of capital and labor 
has been one fraught with much agl 
tatlon covering a period of many 
years. It Is a question, the solution of 
the difficulties of which, Is as Impor- 
tant to the one as to the other. With 
a proper understanding of the mutu- 
n'.ity of «^he1r Interests and with a 
proper regard for the rights of each 
on the part or the other there should 
be no difference* between them. The 
one is equally important with the 
other; without labor, capital Is an In- 
ert entity; without capital the laborer 
cannot sell his hire and barter his 
brawn and 1 muscle. Neither can do 
without the other and no law that has 
a tendency to atrenghten the one at 
the expense of the other; no law that 
discriminates against the one or the 
other can be just or good. By the very 
nature or their relation to each other 
capital and labor are properly not 
antagonistic. They are naturally 
united the one to- the other by a bond 
of co-operation which Is to the Inter- 
est or each to maintain, aa neither 
can be effective without the other. 
An equal and exact balance between 
them should be preserved, and this 
balance, and the mutually cordial re- 
lations existing, should not be per- 
mitted by either to be disturbed by 
any artificial condition that may arise. 

The organization of the great army 
or wage earners in this country is es- 
sential ror their aerr-preservatlon and 
mutual advancement, and is as natural 
and legitimate as thf: organization or 
capital. 

The Democratic party has alwaya 
been the friend ot rabor in this coun- 
try and has favored and encouraged 
Its organization.
